On October 26, 2018 | was assigned to conduct an internal affairs 
investigation involving a complaint made ba alleging mistreatment by 
a Waltham Police officer during an incident that occurred on October 25, 2018. 


Complaint: qs) completed 
an I.A form on October 25, 2018 at 1708 hours. 0E alleges that during an 
encounter with Waltham Police and in particular Officer Pat Dean that he was 
mistreated. qj indicated on the I.A form that Officer Dean “made me put my 
‘hands behind my back for no reason, grabbed me by the back of head and’ 
slammed by head down on the concrete and told me | was under arrest for 
disorderly”. @@i@i@Palleges that all he was doing was trying to “restrain” his 
girlfriend who was involved in an altercation with another female. Qi provided 
the name of one witness to this incident (>. NOTE: It should be 
noted that as | began this investigation there was an outstanding warrant out of 


Brookline Mass. for iinet aD 
ara. 


In beginning this investigation | first reviewed the Internal Affairs form 
completed byks well as Waltham Police Department report # 18033372 
dated October 25, 2018 13:34 hours location South Street at Vernon Street. 
Officer Dean documented the incident in his report indicating that he responded 
to area of South Street and Vernon Street on a report of a fight involving three 
parties. Officer Dean indicated he was assisted by Officer Bell and E. Collins on 
this call. Officer Dean reported that when he arrived on scene he observed Officer 
Bell attempting to calm down a male later identified ad@mmsmand a female on the 
sidewalk by the Walgreen’s Drug store. Officer Dean reported that@@jjin» 
continued screaming at Officer Bell during which time Officer Bell told Gj to 
back away. P refused to back away thus Officer Dean escorted qj away 
from Officer Bell placing his hand one back. Officer Dean indicated that 
emu “spun around” screaming “don’t touch me”. Officer Dean then warned 
@@pihat he would be arrested. Officer Dean reported that i, who was 
carrying two back packs in his hands began to tense up and square off with Officer 


Dean raising both arms. Officer Dean perceived this as a volatile situation and 
believed @a was going to fight him. Officer Dean reported that his response 
was to grab ŒB arm and use an arm bar take down using a retaining wall 
behind him to control him. @ was placed under arrest for disorderly conduct. 
Officer Dean indicated in his report that at booking complained that his. 
head struck the pavement when arrested. Officer Dean further indicated in report 
that @ggp was wearing a forward facing rim baseball ca p at time of arrest and 
was not taken down on pavement but rather a short retaining wall topped with 
shrubbery. Officer Dean reported that any injuries @@iimay have sustained 
during this encounter were the byproduct of his own aggression towards the 
officers. Copy of Waltham Police report # 18033372 as well as the I.A form 
completed by MB will be placed with the 1.A file. 


After reviewing above mentioned documents | then reviewed the CAD 
notes for this incident. The CAD notes indicate that Officer T. Capello entered 
this call into the CAD system on 10/25/18 at 13:24 hours. The incident was coded 
as “FGT/DISO”. CAD notes indicate that Officer Bell was first Officer on scene at 
13:27 hours, followed by Officer E. Collins at 13:28 and followed by Officer Dean 
at 13:29. CAD notes indicated that the reporting party for this incident was 
‘QE’. Lastly, CAD notes indicate all units cleared at 13:40 hours 
with final notes indicating this was a verbal argument between two females, one 
male under arrest for disorderly. Copy of CAD notes will be placed in file with I.A 
report. 


After reviewing the above mentioned documents | next reviewed the 
booking video. Present for booking were the booking officer — Sgt. Callahan, 
Officer Dean and Cadet Marmion. In reviewing the video | noted that Qype 
appeared somewhat agitated when the booking process first began but did calm 
down as booking went on. imma was hesitate when asked he if needed medical 
attention but eventually stated he did not need an ambulance and did not need 
to go to the hospital. Wims did state that his left arm and fore head hurt. Sgt. 
Callahan can be heard saying that he does not see any redness or injury tok 


forehead. As Sgt. Callahan is taking booking photos Wiid appears to begin 
making faces to which Sgt. Callahan advised @guum to stop making such a face so 
photos could be taken. When @iijm™ turns to have profile photo taken Sgt. 
Callahan ends booking prior to completion of profile photo as @imis not 
cooperating for profile photo.aijmimmpis lead to cell block without profile picture 
being taken. NOTE: In reviewing booking video it almost appears that Russo starts 
making “grimacing like facial expressions” when Sgt. Callahan is trying to take 
booking photos. | would note that it is possible that M@#Pagitated state, the 
grimacing facial expression and a comment at booking by Sgt. Callahan advising 
Gap that perhaps he should speak to someone that cares for him and or have 
his medications checked were signs that@iiĝ®» was under the influence and or ` 
withdrawing from some type of narcotic. It does appear that Qi is somewhat 
agitated throughout booking. While inventory of QB property is being done 
at booking “Zubsolv” (5.7 mg) is found on his person. An internet check on this 
drug indicates it is for prescribed for people how are addicted to Opioid drugs 
(either prescription or illegal). Copy of booking DVD video will be placed with 1.A 
file. 


After reviewing booking video | then obtained all E911 dispatch recordings 
as well as intake call recording from call taker Officer Capello. Officer Capello 
received a call from male whom identified himself as iiiismpuss With the 
Sy’ Ramp reported a fight between two guys anda 
girl. GD stated it was “very heated - the guy was holding the girl back, the guy 
was coming after the girl”. The first E911 dispatch advises Officers Dean, Bell and 
E. Collins that this is a reported “fight — physical altercation between and two 
males and a female”. Officer Bell advises he is off by Walgreen’s with what he 
believes is the involved parties. Officer Bell further reports it is two parties not 
three. Officer E. Collins arrives on scene. Officer Dean arrives on scene. Lastly 
Officer Dean calls in that this was apparently an argument between gaan 
QOS and that he would be on the way in with one male for disorderly. Copy 
of all E911 dispatch recordings and call taker recording will be placed on a thumb 
drive and placed with I.A report. 


After reviewing recordings | reviewed copy of arrest / booking sheet for 
Ram. in reviewing booking sheet and booking photo | did not observe any 
redness or injury to SB forehead. | also noted that the answer to “Do you 
need medical attention” question was “No”. Copy of booking sheet along with 
booking photos will be placed with I.A file. 


| next obtained a copy of the court docket from Waltham District Court for 
this Disorderly charge. The docket, # 1861CR001618, indicates case was 
“Dismissed at request of Commonwealth” on 10/25/18. A copy of Court docket 
will be placed with I.A file. 


After obtaining the Waltham Court House clerk’s office docket sheet for 
this arrest | then spoke with ADA Dylan Krasinski at Waltham District Court in 
order to determine why the case was dismissed. Krasinski advised me that they 
“try to resolve these types of cases on day of arraignment”. Krasinski stated that 
his first intention was to have the case dismissed with “10 hours of community 
service” however@iiim® would not accept these terms so it was decided to 
“dismiss case outright” with no court costs or fees. Krasinski provided me with a 
copy of his court docket which has his hand written notes on it noting what has 
been mentioned here. A copy of this docket will be placed with 1.A file. NOTE: In 
speaking with Krasinski he advised me that on day of arraignment and when 
dealing with, he found him to be “agitated” while in the court house. 


| spoke with Det. Sgt..Fournier our police prosecutor who advised that 
although the case was dismissed by the ADA, the complaint had still “issued” prior 
to that in the Clerk’s office thus “probable cause” was given by the clerk that 
issued the complaint. 


Prior to attempting to contact Œ regarding his complaint | felt it 
important to check on his criminal past and history with contacts with law 
enforcement. See checks below: 


Mass Driver license status is “Active” QP has 42 entries on his driver 
history dating back to 2004. Most notable on history. are hmmmp., iminy

Most notable 
entries on BOP are a qin, 

epee Eee. BOP also indicated 
that @gg@e@ had had a restraining order out against him in 2016. The plaintiff was a 


pene out of Woburn Mass and the order expired 04/21/16. A copy of BOP will 
be place with the I.A file. 


A lil check indicated thatdillmmgpdoes not have a criminal record in any state 
other than Massachusetts. A copy of Ill check will be placed with I.A file. 


A Waltham Police Department in house Master names record check 
indicated that@iliimms has been linked to 39 Police report documents. Notable 
reports include: 


CAD # 18042546 dated 11/14/18 (CAD notes only / no report). NOTE: This 
CAD entry came on November 14 well after the October 25 arrest and during my 
l.A investigation. — I learned on Wednesday evening 11/14/18 that@ijii had 
come to the front counter during which time he spoke to Officer Chris Benson. 
QE wanted to report that his backpack was lost or stolen. Officer Benson 


entered this as a call for service for which Officer Nat Mele was assigned to front 
counter to take a report. When Officer Mele spoke with @@iiaaEEgEBstated he 
never told Officer Benson that he wanted to report a lost or stolen backpack he 
just wanted to request Police stand by at 24 Vernon Street while he picked up his 
backpack at his friend (MW house and wanted Police present when he went ` 
there. Officer Mele contacted Wama over the phone and inquired as to 

whether @igjgg could come by to pick up his backpack Wiipmima advised Officer 
Mele that Qgmgaphas left her house with all his belongings including his backpack. 
Officer Mele than returned to front counter and observed Eii backpack on 
floor between his legs. Officer Mele questionediiiiiiga about the backpack he now 
had and he then stated he had simply come to station to “bail out friend 
Guenter’ (NOTE: Qi had been arrested and was in custody for 
Shoplifting) and that’s all he was there for at this time. @mmaasthen left the station. 
In speaking with Officer Mele about (iii behavior and contradictory stories he 
was telling Officer Mele suggested that perhaps@§ili™m had been on some form of 
narcotic when he came to front counter as his stories made no sense and changed 
3 times. NOTE: | am mentioning this CAD entry here because it is yet one more 
example of odd behavior and possibly related ro] history of drug use. Copy 
of CAD entry will be placed with 1.A file 


# 18034849 in which Bam came to the Police station to report he lost 
property including a bag containing Xanax and Adderall. NOTE: This report was 
taken on Thursday Nov 8, 2018 at 09:35. This is the same day that for the third 
time ŒB had had a meeting arranged to meet with me and did not show up. 

Gma Was supposed to meet me at 1230 hours 11/08/18 at Carter Street Police 
Substation. | would also note that when viewing this report it should be noted 
that a has reported lost or missing drugs on other occasions as well and it has 
been documented in other reports that his stories were not credible. SENEE | 
GE reported once that they believec®fiiimmwas being untruthful about missing 
drugs because he was in a “medication violation” with the Lodge. Another Police 
report indicated it was believed thatdiiiimp may have been “selling pills”. These 
reports are all mentioned further into this I.A report. When | reached @jggpover 
the phone a few hours after he missed our 1230 meeting this date he never 


mentioned having gone to the station to file yet another report about “missing 
drugs”. l 


# 18025846 in which officer indicates @a® is known to use Opioids. 
Sar ceported missing his Suboxone, Gabapentin, Xanax, Doxepin and Adderall. 
The reporting officer indicated he did not believe Qe account of how 
medications went missing was credible. 


# 18023957 —@al® transported to hospital for an overdose. 


# 18018634 Qj was arrested for Disorderly contact on School St. while 
With CSE. NOTE: In reading this report it almost takes on same 
facts as indicated in Officer Dean’s recent encounter, same behavior encountered 
by Officer Dean on 10/25/18. @3® was yelling and screaming and tensing up 
when told he was under arrest by Officer M. Benson. 


# 18018047 — Officer Abbondanzio dealt with @augm on a past m/v accident 
and found him to be uncooperative, very belligerent and his account of what 
happened to not be plausible. 


# 18007393 — A check the welfare incident in which Officer Hurley was ona 
call to check on well fare of 2) and tha was present. 
Officer Hurley stated that when @@ammmsaw the officers he was “instantly irritated 
by the sight of them”. Officer Hurley indicated that@ggal made a comment that 
he thought “coming to Waltham from Gardner would be different but he guessed 
not” apparently referring to the way Waltham Police were handling things. Officer 
Hurley indicated that @tuif “begrudgingly” provided information and that he 
“refused to elaborate”.

Class B. Officer Brillant reported that while 
transporting@am@® to station QERB was in back seat of cruiser reaching into his 
waist band and pocket. Officer Brillant had to stop his cruiser and remove Sim 
in fear that he had missed a weapon or contraband on initial search. Officer 
Brillant took Bi» out of cruiser and searched him again but did not find any 
weapon or contraband. Officer Brillant reported that he believed @iiiiwas “just 
being difficult as he had been through the entire encounter”.

However <a, believed that % was reporting this because he 
was ona “medication violation”. Staff reported that@mm® has been in violation 
for not having the proper amount of Suboxone. Staff also reported thatu:

A check was made with the COPLINK program to see whether any other 
police reports were available from other department. Three reports were

Troopers additionally found Marijuana, a white powdery substance 
and crystal like substance in the car. iim were placed under 
arrest. NOTE: The Troopers report indicates that althoughaiiMEEEEEii was 
cooperative at booking -@Pwas “very uncooperative and refused to answer 
simple booking questions”.

G was involved in a domestic with his girlfriend reported that 
mhad stuck her with an unknown object which caused an injury requiring 

stitches. Officer reported observing a small L shaped laceration over and along the 
right side of her face.

S if he could remember anything about this incident and what he had 
called in to E911. Mimes explained that he was driving down South St. and didn’t 
stop thus he only saw a little biteeqjqjggpstated it appeared to be a physical 
confrontation between two males and a female. Qaim stated that it appeared 
one of the males was trying to break up the fight. | showed Siiiiiiiaithe booking 
photo of AEB and asked him whether MiJa» looked familiar and he stated he did 
not. In explaining to% that Gama was arrested at this incident ip 
went on to say that@imm® “could have been the male that was trying to break up 
the fight because that male was small”. Qi stated that it was a larger male 
then What appeared to be involved in the fight with the female and that a 
smaller male appeared to be trying to break up fight. Although WEEER could not 
identifye he stated “perhaps he was the smaller man”.

| contacted the phone number again a third time and got answering machine with 

aw. NOTE: A TLO check on this phone number indicated number 
belonged to G. Whom we 
have in house for past police calls for service in which SiMpis also in reports with 
her. | left a message again for @jmgpand again did not get a return call. Finally on 
11/02/18 | call the number again and Qi advised that Gig was there at 
that time. came to the phone during which time we spoke. In speaking with 

©ua on the phone he immediately asked me if | heard what happened at the 
court house where he was punched in chest by court officers. | advised ASB that 
| had not heard that and | asked him to explain further. €i stated that “When | 
was getting my property to leave after arraignment on this arrest | was punched 
in chest by court officers because ! mouthed off to them”. me went on to say 
that he did not wish to discuss or pursue the court house incident any further. | 
next advised Mimas that the phone number he had provided on the I.A form for 
his “witness” Qe was not in service. | explained todimape that | 
would need another number to reach her at.@B® stated that he no longer 
wanted to involve SEEE as a witness nor did he want to involve anyone else 
that was there as a witness. | advised @jgjgmgpthat it would be best for us to meet in 
person to discuss his complaint. Bme agreed to meet at Police Substation. 
Saturday 11/03/18 at 1200 noon. @mim never showed up for our meeting. | let 
another voice mail on the phone number 4mm provided on I.A form on Monday 
11/05/18 asking @@@@@ to return my call. | never received a return phone call. On 
Tuesday 11/06/18 | called the phone number again and this time Ip answered 
the phone. | advised @agggmpthat | had waited for him on Saturday 11/03/18 and he 
stated he couldn’t make it that day. In speaking with @iimpagain here on Tuesday 
11/06/18 | asked him to meet me at the Carter St. Police Substation Wednesday 
11/07/18 at 1200 noon to discuss his complaint. @@ilBadvised me that this new _ 
date and time worked for him and that he would see me then. Once again@iiite 
did not show up for this 1200 meeting to discuss his complaint. On 11/7/18 at 
1330 hours | again called the phone number provided by@qgyp Gham 


answered the phone this time and when | advised her that @iige had again failed 
to show up for our meeting she stated that once again he was unable to make the 
meeting. SSE stated that she would ensure that ili would meet with me 
at Carter St. office Thursday 11/08/18 at 1230 hours. %ipewalso provided me 
with a second phone number (her house phone) which she stated could be used 
to reach @@@@@pin addition to her cell phone number previously given by REEIÐ. 
S989 house phone number is # QE On Thursday. 11/08/18 | 
waited for %liliwto meet me at Carter Street Substation from 1200 to 1400 hours. 
Once again Sal never showed up for this meeting. | contacted SiimsiamiBhouse 
phone and Siib answered the phone. | advised MEÐ that once again he failed 
to show up for a scheduled meeting he had said he would attend. amama advised 
me that he was “busy” and could not make this meeting. In speaking with Wii 
on the phone he stated he did not believe it was worth meeting with me and that 
there was nothing to gain from a meeting. | attempted to have €i talk to me 
about the complaint on the phone however he did not wish to provide 
information I was asking for. When I asked him for a working phone number or a 
way for me to contact for his “witness” (iD he stated he did not 
wish to provide me with that information and no longer wanteC@iaa 
involved with this matter. When | asked SEB for the names of the other people 
that were allegedly on scene with him prior to police arriving — the people he 
alleged where causing the problems he refused to provide me with their names or 
contact information — stating “it was up to the police to figure that out”. When | 
asked@@@™——™to explain what he was doing on South Street prior to this incident, 
what lead him to this location and who else was with him he would not give me 
any answers. | attempted to discuss with him portions of Officer Dean’s police 
report and in particular the fact that it was reported that he would not stop 
yelling and squared off with Officer Dean holding two bags 4m stated he 
never raised his voice and felt that the police had no right to tell him to put his 
bags down. When | askec@lli@m@ if he heard Officer Dean tell him to put his arms / 
hands down he stated he “didn’t understand what that meant”. Agairntiiiiti® 
advised me that he did not wish to meet with me to discuss his complaint. After 
finding that@g was not going to cooperate with me | advised him that 
although he had his case dismissed by a Judge at request of ADA / 
Commonwealth, that the complaint had still been issued by the court clerk giving 
the arrest Probable cause. @ililil™mmade some additional comments about the 


Waltham Police in general never treating him right and that he had nothing 
positive to say about the Waltham Police. fme advised me that at this point he 
had nothing else to say and that he just want this incident documented because 
he didn’t like the way he was treated. | advised @™® that whereas he was not 
willing to cooperate with any type of an investigation and that he was now - 
indicating he did not wish to pursue this matter, that at this point | would simply 
speak with all officers involved and document what | have. It was clear that isse 
no longer wished to pursue his “complaint”. | advised @mm® that he would not 
receive any further calls from me regarding this matter to which he stated that 
was fine with him. | | 


Investigators Note: Based on the information | have obtained and 
documented thus far it is clear to this investigator that we were dealing with a 
person —@i™m™, with a history of drug abuse both past and present, odd behavior, 
violent behavior at times, a person with a history of refusing to both verbally and 
physically cooperate with law enforcement , a person with a history of being 
untrustworthy, non-credible and uncooperative with law enforcement, a person 
with a criminal history and a person with a dislike for law enforcement. 


On Wednesday November 14, 2018 | met with Officer Pat Dean and his 
union representative Officer Gerry Corbett to advise them that my investigation 
intoa complaint had reached a point that | wanted to provide Officer Dean 
with an opportunity to discuss the incident. | explained to both Officer Dean and 
Officer Corbett what the complaint was about and that it would be Officer Dean’s 
decision as to whether he wanted to voluntarily speak with me at this point. | left 
Officer Dean and Officer Corbett alone to converse. Appx 15 minutes later Officer 
Dean and Officer Corbett advised me that Officer Dean did wish to speak with me 
regarding the incident. Officer Dean was allowed to refer to his police report at 
which time he advised me that he stood by his report and that these are the facts 
as he had documented them in report. Officer Dean stated he had responded to 
fight involving three people. On arrival Officer Dean stated that Officer Bell was 
already on scene on South Street across from Walgreens with two parties —a 
male and female. Officer Dean stated the female was calm but the male, 


identified as %ii continued to yell and scream, screaming at officer Bell. Officer 
Bell told @HEEBÐ to back away but@ggmp refused to do so. Officer Dean stated he 
attempted to escort @@™ away from Officer Bell at which time spun 
around continuing to yell and saying “Don’t touch me”. Officer Dean stated there 
was traffic on the roadway at this time with motorist driving by this volatile . 
situation with mewe. Officer Dean stated@immage, who was carrying two backpacks 
began to tense up squaring off with Officer Dean in what Officer Dean perceived 
this as a volatile situation with @@mpe wanting to fight him. Officer Dean stated he 
used an arm bar technique to take @a@@ down, using a retaining wall to control | 
©. Officer Dean stated that the retaining wall that he tooks down on was 
a short retaining wall covered in shrubbery. Officer Dean stated thata was 
placed under arrest for “Disorderly Conduct”, hand cuffed and transported to 
station for booking. Officer Dean stated while on scene he asked SB female 
companion SSE what had occurred prior to police arrival and 
QR would only say she had been an a verbal argument with sua 
however iiSEEE® Would not elaborate any further. Officer Dean was unable to 
speak with Siiliijageshe had left the scene prior to police arrival. NOTE: As noted 
in order portions of this report there has been an outstanding warrant out for 

GEE out of Brookline. Warrant was issued Oct 25, 2018 and was 
still outstanding as of November 27, 2018. Warrant # 1809CRO00345. Copy of 
Warrant will be placed with I.A file. 


On Saturday November 17, 2018 | met with Officer Ed Collins and his union 
representative Officer Gerry Corbett. | advised Officer Collins that an I.A 
complaint had been filed against Officer Dean by stemming from the 
incident on October 25, 2018. | advised Officer Collins that whereas he was a 
backup officer on this call | wished to ask him about the incident as he would be 
“witness”. Officer Collins was given an opportunity to speak privately with his 
union representative Officer Gerry Corbett prior to him talking with me. Officer 
Collins subsequently agreed to speak with me with union representative, Officer 
Corbett present. Officer Collins stated that he was the second officer on scene 
arriving behind Officer Bell for a report of a fight and when he arrived and noted 
that Officer Bell was off with two parties — a male and a female (identified as 
Qua). Officer Collins stated that he observed that both parties 


where yelling and that@im™was waving his arms around. Officer Collins further 
stated that Officer Bell was trying to separate the two parties in order to 
determine what was taking place here. Officer Collins stated that Officer Dean 
arrived at this point. Officer Collins stated that @jgjggwcontinued yelling and 
refusing to back away when he began yelling “don’t touch me” turning around 
towards Officer Dean in an aggressive manner appearing to want to fight Officer 

- Dean. Officer Collins stated thate§jggggpwas placed against a small retaining wail in 
order to control him and hand cuff him. Officer Collins stated that there was some 
shrubbery or grass on edge of retaining wall where R§S@MMB head was placed 
against. Officer Collins stated that all actions taken by Officer Dean, Bell and 

~ himself to safely place @jgpwunder arrest for disorderly were taken and were 
necessary. 


On Tuesday November 20, 2018 | met with Officer Gary Bell and his union 
representative Officer Gerry Corbett. | advised Officer Bell that an I.A complaint 
had been filed against Officer Dean by Qi stemming from the incident on 
October 25, 2018. | advised Officer Bell that whereas he was a backup officer on 
this call | wished to ask him about the incident as he would be “witness”. Officer 
Bell was given an opportunity to speak privately with his union representative 
Officer Gerry Corbett prior to talking with me. Officer Bell subsequently agreed to - 
speak with me with union representative Officer Corbett present. Officer Bell 
stated that he was assigned to South St. for a report of three people fighting, he 
was assigned with Officer Ed Collins to back up Officer Dean. Officer Bell stated 
that he was the first one on scene at which time he located two individuals across 
from Walgreens, Swe and believed these two were likely involved 
in whatever had taken place. Officer Bell stated that on first arriving both ii» 
and SP were yelling and because this had come in as a “fight”, and not 
knowing what he now had he began attempting to separate the two as $09 was 
hovering around (aia, Officer Bell stated that QM quieted down and 
stood there however #9 continued yelling and refused to separate himself 
from hovering around MMW, Officer Bell stated that@R¥ee refused to back 
away from both himself and @@M@@8 Officer Bell stated he turned to the other 
officers asking them to help him keep these two individuals separated. Officer 
Dean attempted to escort away from bot QM and Officer Bell when 


SRB turned at Officer Dean yelling and being confrontational refusing to 
cooperate. Officer Bell agreed with Officer Dean’s assessment that &iimm was 
being volatile and assisted Officer Dean placing Sib under arrest for disorderly 
conduct. Officer Bell stated that neither MM would elaborate on 
what had taken place prior to police arrival and that Gai herself would not 
cooperate when asked questions. 


- On Wednesday November 21, 2018 | spoke with Sgt. Jeff Callahan 
regarding his “booking” of mfa at the station. NOTE: As noted earlier in this 
report | have already made mention of the booking video and documented what | 
observed on the video. Sgt. Callahan concurred with what | observed on booking 
video that @gjw@ was uncooperative and appeared agitated at first, calmed down 
as booking procedure continued but was uncooperative with booking photos thus 
booking could not be completed. Sgt. Callahan stated that mm did appear as 
though he may be acting as such due to “medication” but at the same time Sst. 
Callahan stated Mii refused medical attention and stated he did not need to go 
to hospital. l 


While interviewing Officer E. Collins | learned that Sgt. Burke had arrived at 
this location towards the end of incident and after @igsuw had been placed under 
arrest. This was new information for me as Sgt. Burke was not in the Police report 
or CAD notes as a police officer / unit assigned to this call. On November 28, 2018 
| met with Sgt. Burke to inquire as to what if anything he could tell me about this 
incident. Sgt. Burke advised me that when he pulled up to the locationd@gp had 
already been placed under arrest and was seated in back seat of a cruiser. Sgt. 
Burke stated that his only involvement at this location was that he advised 
arresting officer to head to the station with the arrest. Sgt. Burke stated that 
QMS was still present when he arrived but was uncooperative. Sgt. Burke 
stated that units subsequently cleared location. 


In conducting this I.A investigation | had asked Officer Dean for exact 
location where this incident occurred and where the “retaining wall” was that 
@Q@mmaeevas arrested. Officer Dean advised provided me with the location — which | 
identified as 32 South Street — Doctors Medical Building. | went to this location in 
order to take photos of location / retaining wall and also to see if | could locate ' 
any cameras. On arrival | noted that there is an outside camera on the top right 
hand side of building which faces down towards the front handicap ramp leading 
to building front entrance. The retaining wall where @@@@@@was placed under 
arrest was to the left of what | believe the camera was pointed at — it appeared 
camera was pointed at handicap ramp. | spoke with one of three owners of the 
building whom advised me that the camera in question was not functional as they | 
generally only activate camera during winter months so that they can watch 
handicap ramp in order to determine when ramp needs to be shoveled during 
snow storms. | was additionally advised that even if the camera had been working 
it would not have picked up area at retaining wall to the left of handicap ramp. In 
looking at the area | located the “retaining wall” to the left of handicap ramp. 
Ramp is appx. 4 feet tall and does have some shrubbery on the inner edge at the 
top. | took five photos at this location — distance and close up photos which will 
be placed with this I.A file as well as on the thumb drive.

As noted earlier, this 
phone number was no longer working. When | asked € for another number 
or way | could contact (MM he would not provide me way information on her 
saying he no longer wanted her involved 44448, during one phone call 
conversation stated that his girlfriend @AEEEEEE i- pregnant. An in house 
Waltham Police check on ORERE indicated we had over 11 documented 
contacts with her. A BOP check indicated WEE had 12 entries on her BOP 
includin tii em. A |i) check also indicated a record in 
the state of New Hampshire. On Saturday November 17, 2018 | spoke with 
Brookline Police Detective Tom O’Leary and obtained a copy of the Brookline 
Police report which indicates@@—MM was involved in a single motor vehicle 
crash on September 23, 2018 in Brookline was transported to the 





hospital and summoned to court for {MP and additional charges. NOTE: The 
police report indicates that Officer found a prescription bottle of Gabapentin 
located on her person. The report indicates that although the bottle only had 10 
pills inside the bottle — the bottle indicated it was filled on September 18, 2018 
for 90 pills with dosage of three pills a day. QIRI told Medical Personnel she 
took 20 Xanax this same day of accident as well as Ambien. Officers report 
indicated that ANED “appeared to be on something” while they were 
speaking with her eventually being transported to hospital. Subsequently, a 
warrant was issued for To these charges on October 25, 2018 failure to 
appear. This October 25, 2018 date in which Qi failed to appear in 
Brookline Court is the same day that incident occurred in Waltham in which 
Gy. NOTE: | am documenting this information on 
QE because it is clear that she has some sort of relationship with Qa 
was with him at the time of arrest here in Waltham on October 25, 2018 and both 
clearly have documented drug problems including history of GP filing police 
reports for “missing prescription drugs”. Both @aggmpand Paes, have a history 
of being under the influence of drugs and in conducting this investigation | believe 
it is very possible that @iiliggmay have been on some sort of.drug at time of 
arrest. NOTE: As of November 27, 2018 EB still had an outstanding warrant 
out of Brookline District Court for @mpand additional offenses. A separate 
file will be made with all documents related to @#Pshould it be needed at 
some point and placed at back of GB 1.4 file. 


Investigators Conclusion 


As noted in this report, SB filed an I.A complaint against Officer 

Pat Dean on October 25, 2018 alleging misconduct by Officer Dean. In conducting 
this investigation | made three appointments with meeting dates, times and 
location for which@gagg agreed to meet with me.@@§® failed to show up forall ` 
three meetings. In making phone calls to@qgggw he failed to return my calls a 
number of times as well. In the short phone calls | did have with W988 he refused 
to cooperate, refusing to give me information on how to reach his companion on 
the day of the incident, refused to give me the names of the individuals that were 
with him prior to police arrival on day of incident and refused to provide me with 
any information as to what he was doing on South Street on day of incident. 
Alb stated that he no longer wanted anyone he was with involved or contacted 
by the police and would not provide information. In my final conversation on the 
phone with iim he stated he was no longer interested in pursuing this matter 
and did not wish to speak with me any further. 


As documented throughout this report, Re has a history, not only with 
the Waltham Police, but with other law enforcement agencies or being both 
physically and verbally uncooperative.@glim™phas a documented history of other 
law enforcement officers finding him to not be credible and truthful. Additionally, 
whas a documented criminal history and a documented drug abuse history. 


| have documented @mm® behavior throughout this report. ip was 
clearly uncooperative and disorderly on scene for Officers Dean, Bell and E. 
Collins. MB came across uncooperative and agitated at station during booking 
process. The ADA at Waltham District Court described im behavior at 
arraignment as being “agitated”. €mme made his own admission to me that he 
“mouthed off” to court officers when leaving court house after arraignment. In 
reviewing all the information | have documented in this report | believe it is very 
possible thatdilmsi@was under the influence of a drug at time of incident, 
throughout booking and at court. | would note again that the ADA advised me 
that the case was dismissed because essentially they just wanted @jiimpout of the 
court. Probable cause was found by the clerk when the complaint was issued. 


As an investigator for our I.A unit | would suggest that iia documented 
history be noted, especially his history of making reports of stolen or missing 
prescription pills. 


In conducting this investigation | have found no wrong doing by either 
Officer Dean or any other officer involved in this arrest, | have found no violations 
- of any department policies or procedures. | believe this to have been a lawful 
arrest and a call handled properly by all officers involved. |
